Robert Keith, who has had two 
different Hollywood careers, cur- 
rently co-stars with Eli Wallach 
and Warner Anderson as Lt.

In 1930, Keith went to Holly- 
wood to write for motion pictures; 
in 1949, he went to Hollywood to 
act in them. In between, Keith 
was kept continuously busy on the 
New York stage. His first impor- 
tant film assignment, as an actor, 
was as Susan Hayward’s father 
in “My Foolish Heart.” For it, 
Keith had to get a leave of ab- 
sence for the hit play, “Mr. Rob- 
erts,” in which he then had played 
the part of “Doc” for 18 months. 
Keith returned to the play after 
finishing his role in the picture, 
stayed about six weeks and then 
decided to devote his time to mo- 
tion pictures. He quit “Mr. Rob- 
erts” and made such films as “The 
Reformer and the Redhead,” “The 
Wild One,” “The Edge of Doom” 
and “I Want You.” 

Well-known as an actor, Keith 
had written a play that was pro- 
duced on Broadway in 1927 by 
Lee Shubert.

Keith continued writing, 
however, and in 1930 Hollywood 
invited him out to write dialogue 
for the new “talkies.” Keith stay- 
ed for two years, writing such 
films as “The Spirit of Notre 
Dame” and the original “Destry 
Rides Again.”
